A SEAFRONT development pro¬ 
posed for Folkestone would only 
increase traffic congestion and add 
to safety concerns, according to 
campaigners. 

The application to change the Leas Club into 
a health centre, together with 68 apartments 
each with its own parking space, is now under 
consideration by Shepway council. 

Residents say 40-ton trucks regularly use 
Longford Terrace on The Leas one-way sys¬ 
tem, to make deliveries to Iceland and 
McDonald’s and the hazards will only increase 
if building work goes ahead. 

Two car parks in Cheriton Place and 
Longford Terrace, which have space for 40 
cars, would be lost to the development. 

As part of the scheme - in line with 
Government regulations - the developer also 
has to build 25 flats for low-income familes. 

A Yourshepway reader, who asked not to be 
named, said if the plans were approved the 
area would not be able to cope with the traffic. 

He said: “If the Leas Club goes through as it 
is, it will be at the expense of the people of 
Folkestone and their safety. 

“There is no allowance within the plans for 
parking spaces for delivery or maintenance 
vehicles, or the proposed health club. This will 
add to the burden of finding a place to park 
anywhere nearby. Iceland’s car park will not 
take the strain.” 

A council official said: “We are aware of local 
views about this and all representations will

Popularity of 
port rises in bid 
to save money

FREIGHT operators are 
switching to ferries from 
the Channel Tunnel in an 
effort to keep costs down, 
according to the Port of 
Dover. 

The claim comes in advance of 
Eurotunnel’s return to full capacity 
after last September’s disastrous fire, 
which boosted business through the 
port by up to 34 per cent while repairs 
were carried out. 

Research from more than 40 
haulage company bosses across 
Europe showed some will change 
their chosen delivery route for savings 
of less than £5 if they can, simply to 
compete on price. 

Port chief executive Bob Goldfield 
said: “Freight operators tell us that 
speed and price are the only deter¬ 
mining factors in choosing their 
transport routes. 

“Time sensitive goods - for instance 
perishable, high-value foods, or deliv¬ 
eries that are already overdue - tend 
to be sent via the tunnel. But the 
lower cost of ferry freight attracts 
those delivering high-volume, com¬ 
modity goods. 

“Even now, as the tunnel returns to 
its pre-fire capacity, haulage compa¬ 
nies are sticking with sea crossings 


as a means to keeping costs under 
control.” 

More than 2.3 million HGVs passed 
through the port in 2008, carrying 
goods estimated to be worth £46- £55 
billion. 

The port authority is currently 
building a short link road to take 
freight directly from ferries on to the 
main roads out of Dover and pressing 
ahead with plans for a second termi¬ 
nal within the existing harbour, dou¬ 
bling capacity. 

A Eurotunnel spokesman said the 
company’s revenues were only two 
per cent lower for the past 12 months 
and the number of trucks transported 
between September and December 
was down only 45 per cent, despite 
the fire halving capacity. 

She said: “As Eurotunnel prepares 
to return to full capacity, the Port of 
Dover is tiying to suggest that ferries 
offer the same service as Eurotunnel 
at a lower price, to try and attract 
hauliers looking to save money. 

“This does not take into considera¬ 
tion the losses that come from a 
longer journey time: the direct and 
indirect costs of this are much higher 
for hauliers than the difference in 
price offered by the ferries. 

“For hauliers looking to be competi¬ 
tive in the cross-Channel market and 
make savings, the Tunnel is the right 
choice, since it delivers speed, ease 
and reliability, as well as being the 
most environmentally friendly 
option.”

FEARS that an expanded 
Lydd airport could be 
affected by a bird strike 
have resurfaced after the 
dramatic rescue of a pas¬ 
senger jet in New York 
earlier last month. 

A decision on whether to build a 
new 500,000 passenger terminal 
and a 444-metre runway exten¬ 
sion is expected to take place 
early this year and campaigners 
say those taking off from Romney 
Marsh may not be so fortunate. 

Hazardous 

The area attracts up to 120,000 
migrating birds and more than 60 
different breeding species and the 
RSPB believes Lydd represents 
“an extremely hazardous site” for 
an airport. 

A report commissioned by the 
charity last year found that 
Lydd’s plans to reduce the bird 
strike threat was vague and 
inadequately considered, and 
that pilots would need “consider¬ 
able flexibility” to avoid putting 
their flights in danger. 

Professor Chris Fearne, a bird 
management expert who wrote 
the report said: “It is remarkable 
such an airport development is 


being considered in an area 
where [such an] abundance of 
wildlife already exists and 
receives legal protection, especial¬ 
ly as the birds that are numerous 
in the area include most of the 


species that are perceived as 
especially hazardous to air safety 
in the UK. 

“Much more detail is needed to 
convince a reader that bird haz¬ 
ard management is being given 


the priority that it warrants at 
this site.” 

Among his recommendations for 
the airport were a more detailed 
study of bird migration patterns 
and research on the different alti¬ 
tudes at which birds fly. 

He said netting ponds and lakes 
and preventing birds nesting in 
aircraft hangers and on roofs were 
other required measures, along 
with thoroughly trained “bird 
scaring” staff. 

Previously the airport has said 
that birds and the airport could 
co-exist and it was effective bird 
control which would make the dif¬ 
ference. 

In response to the RSPB’s 
original report a spokesman said: 
“It is not the number of passen¬ 
gers that matters, it is the effec¬ 
tive management of bird control 
systems around any airport that 
really counts. 

“Our Environmental Impact 
Assessment includes the findings of 
three wintering bird surveys. This 
data has been included as part of our 
submission to Shepway council.” 

On Januaiy 16 a US Airways 
Airbus A380 carrying 155 people 
made a miraculous emergency 
landing in the Hudson River after 
colliding with a flock of geese. 

The pilot, Captain Chesley B 
Sullenberger, has been praised as 
a hero for landing the plane safely 
without the loss of a single life.

By Tuesday only Park Farm 
Primary in Folkestone reported it 
was closed for the day, otherwise 
schools were back up and running. 

While most students were able to 
get the day off to play in the snow, a 
teenager had to be taken to hospital 
after crashing his sledge into a tree. 

Police and ambulance services 
were called to Sugarloaf Hill in 
Folkestone after the accident about 
1.30pm on Monday. 

The boy, believed to be aged 16 
was taken to the William Harvey 
Hospital in Ashford with an arm 
injury and neck pain.

Shepway’s environmental health team 
confiscated the kit, including speakers, from 
the flat at East Cliff Gardens in Folkestone 
after the couple ignored a Noise Abatement 
Notice. The equipment will be confiscated 
for 28 days by the council and returned only 
if the couple agree to pay costs. 

Shoplifter caught on 
camera in Debenhams 

A PERSISTENT shoplifter who was caught 
in the act on CCTV has been found guilty at 
Thanet Magistrates’ Court. 

The 17-year-old male was filmed in 
Debenhams in Sandgate Road, Folkestone, 
removing two designer wallets valued at 
£44 from shelves and placing them in his 
jacket pocket on December 1 last year. 

He was convicted of shoplifting on 
January 21 and sentenced to a Community 
Punishment and Rehabilitation Order. 

Citizens' Advice Bureau 
gets council cash boost 

VITAL help for people affected by the cred¬ 
it crunch will arrive in the form of £10,000 
for the district’s Citizens’ Advice Bureau. 

Shepway council’s cabinet agreed at a 
meeting last week to give a one-off payment 
to the bureau to help with the increased 
demand for its services. Shepway leader Cllr 
Robert Bliss said that although the govern¬ 
ment had reduced the standard VAT rate 
the council has found it difficult to pass on 
the reduction and wants the CAB to benefit. 


THE PROSPECT of a new power 
station at Dungeness moved a step 
closer last week when the govern¬ 
ment announced its criteria for the 
next generation of nuclear energy. 

EDF Energy, which owns the power station, 
is to nominate the site along with four others 
around the country to help meet future elec¬ 
tricity demand. 

However, the company has indicated it would 
prefer to build four new reactors at two of its 
other sites, Sizewell in Suffolk and Hinkley 
Point in Somerset, after consulting with the 
government over its ‘Site Selection Application’. 

Dungeness could still be chosen as one of two

sites which EDF have agreed with 
Government and EU competition authorities 
to sell, as a result of the company’s takeover of 
British Energy earlier this month. 

An EDF spokesman said: “We believe all our 
sites have good potential for new build and will 
be nominating all those covered by the SSA 
process to ensure they continue to be potential 
development sites for ourselves or others. 

“The site at Dungeness is a potentially valu¬ 
able site for new nuclear build but as with all 
possible sites it must first get through the 
Strategic Siting Assessment and then a plan¬ 
ning application. 


“It is not definite that it will be built on but 
we are confident that Dungeness is potential¬ 
ly a very good site for new nuclear build.” 

The earliest any new power station could be 
built is 2017, with the list of nominated sites 
being published in the spring, followed by a 
month-long public consultation and govern¬ 
ment assessment. 

Among the changes to the criteria published 
last week was the removal of an outright ban 
on any areas of the country susceptible to 
earthquakes. The government said the risk 
was “modest” and power stations could be built 
to withstand any impact. 

The news comes after the Folkestone earth¬ 
quake in April 2007, which registered 4.3 on 
the Richter scale. 



Councillor cleared of gun charges 


GUN STASH CHARGES: Nick Meurice 


A FORMER Hythe councillor was cleared of keep¬ 
ing an illegal stash of guns his ex-wife found, 
Maidstone Crown Court heard last week. 

Nick Meurice, who is also chairman of ‘Hythe 
Against Crime’, was cleared on Thursday of four 
charges of possessing a prohibited firearm, two of 
possessing a prohibited weapon, one of possess¬ 
ing expanding ammunition and two of possess¬ 
ing ammunition without a firearms certificate. 

He said his former wife had not been happy 
with having to pay £180,000 in the divorce settle¬ 
ment following the couple’s breakup, when it was 
revealed Mr Meurice had been having an affair. 

The court heard that his wife of 25 years 
Alison, who owns the Owlets jewellers in Hythe 
High Street, found the weapons ten months after 
Mr Meurice had moved out of the couple’s mar¬ 
tial home of Redbrooks Wood in London Road. 


They included a silver revolver, two pistols and 
a spy-style ‘pen-gun 1 , the latter of which Alison 
Meurice - also known as Chapman - alleged her 
ex-husband used to take with him on the 
London Underground. 

She called the police who searched Mr 
Meurice’s new address in Station Road, Hythe 
and found a CS gas canister. 

The jury of seven men and five women took only 
three-and-a-half hours to clear him of all charges. 

In an interview with the Sunday Express, Nick 
Meurice said about his former wife’s actions: “She 
feels bitter about the divorce settlement, even 
though she got to keep our large marital home, 
and has sought to take revenge against me.” 

Mrs Meurice was criticised by the judge at the 
trial, who felt some of her evidence was tainted 
by her post-divorce attitude toward her husband.

Joy and sorrow 
as prince pays 
visit to Gurkhas 


THE Prince of Wales lent his 
support to Kent-based Gurkhas 
fighting in Afghanistan when 
he paid a visit to their families 
back home. 

Sir John Moore Barracks in Folkestone 
was the location for Wednesday’s royal visit, 
where the prince also met with four soldiers 
seriously injured while serving in the war- 
tom country. 

He even took time out to hold a private 
meeting with Uma Dura - the widow of 
Colour Sergeant Krishna Dura, who died in 
a roadside bombing last November. 

C/Sgt Dura, 36, was the second Gurkha 
killed in Afghanistan in the space of two 
weeks following the death of his comrade 
Rifleman Yubraj Rai, 28. 

Prince Charles, who is the Rifles’ Colonel- 
in-Chief, also received an update on the sol¬ 
diers’ progress abroad. 

Major Chris Conroy told him: ‘We 
were very unlucky to lose two of the 
guys before Christmas. 

“It’s very hard for the families, as 
would be expected, but we’re lucky 
here that there is a strong com¬ 
munity both in the Gurkha com¬ 
munity and the local commu¬ 
nity in Folkestone who can 
offer considerable sup¬ 
port.” 

The Prince was also pre¬ 
sented with flower garlands 
from C/Sgt Dura’s children, 

Krishtina and Kerbina, as 
well as other youngsters 
associated with the regiment.

The royal visit came as the Home Office 
prepared to announce details of its new 
policy regarding Gurkhas’ rights to settle 
in the UK. 

Last September, High Court judges mled 
that the current system of allowing only 
those soldiers who retired after 1997 to 
remain in this country was unlawful, and 
ordered the Home Office to come up with 
new rules. 

According to the Times, a new policy is 
due to be unveiled “shortly” that could lead 
to up to 36,000 Gurkha soldiers and their 
families swapping Nepal for new homes in 
the UK. 

However, earlier this month actress and 
Gurkha rights campaigner Joanna Lumley 
accused the Ministry of Defence of exagger¬ 
ating the numbers. 

She said: “The MoD is making wildly 
exaggerated claims that as many as 
50,000 may come. The Home Affairs 
Select Committee took evidence on 
this matter last year, and the figure 
is more likely to be between 3,000 
and 5,000. 

“Let’s face it - even if the MoD’s 
figure was correct, all these 
retired Gurkhas have earned 
the right to settle here by 
■ serving and fighting in our 
Army.” 

A spokesman said the 
Home Office was still con¬ 
sidering its policy changes 
to ensure they would be 
fair for all Gurkhas.

Stop the big chill from 
getting to your pipes 

WITH temperatures plummeting over the 
weekend and the prospect of more snow and 
ice this winter, residents are being warned to 
check their pipes and ensure they are proper¬ 
ly insulated. 

The call comes from Folkestone and Dover 
Water Services, whose head of operations, 
Gavin McHale, says that after a series of mild 
winters it’s easy to forget the problems that 
frozen pipes can cause. 

He said: ‘We just haven’t had to cope with bit¬ 
terly cold weather in recent years and it looks 
as if we could be hit by a cold spell which will 
plunge temperatures well below freezing. 

“If customers check their pipes and even use 
temporary insulation if needed they could save 
themselves a great deal of trouble. Pipes can 
freeze in just minutes, expand and burst. Then 
when the thaw comes you can have extensive 
damage and a big repair bill.” 

To prevent burst pipes, make sure you know 
where your stopcocks or stop taps are and that 
they are working. Insulate exposed water pipes 
with felt or pipe wrap and cover with a water¬ 
proof material. Make sure your cold water tank 
is insulated and leave central heating on a frost 
protect setting overnight. 

If you are planning on leaving your home or 
office unattended for long periods, turn off the 
water supply and drain the heating system, 
outside taps and exposed pipes. 

If pipes do freeze, switch off the central heat¬ 
ing boiler, turn off the stopcock to cut off the 
water supply and use a gentle heat source to 
defrost pipes. 

Start thawing the pipe near where the pipe 
enters the house. If you have a burst pipe turn 
off the stopcock, leave a tap on to allow the 
thawed water to escape and contact a quali¬ 
fied plumber.

Researchers find 
the beat of life 
with drumming 

DRUMMING is being used as a tool to help 
people with mental illnesses, recovering 
drug addicts and autism sufferers. 

Experts at the Sidney De Haan research 
centre in Folkestone believe certain parts of 
the rock ‘n’ roll lifestyle - namely the con¬ 
stant movement involved with playing per¬ 
cussion instruments - can help the body 
recover from injury and illness. 

Musician Simon Lee works with a num¬ 
ber of health groups across the county. 

He said: “A new interest has developed in 
drumming, rhythm-making and the role it 
has in healthy communities, and there is 
strong evidence to suggest it may actually 
be a healing activity. Some have gone so far 
as to prove that time spent drumming can 
positively affect our immune systems, lev¬ 
els of stress and psychological well-being.” 

Recently Mr Lee has lent his expertise to 
the Trevor Gibbens mental health unit in 
Maidstone, as well as Medway Primary 
Care Trust. He said: “Drumming can ener¬ 
gise or relax, foster a sense of playfulness or 
release anger and tension. It can also help 
in the conquering of social isolation and the 
building of positive relationships.” 

The Sidney De Haan Research Centre for 
Arts and Health is part of Canterbury 
Christ Church University, and is situated 
at the University Centre Folkestone. 


Low tax increase 

KENT County Council chiefs have pro¬ 
posed a 2.44 per cent council tax increase 
for the next financial year. 

The figure is the lowest it has ever been, 
and 0.41 per cent lower than was originally 
put forward by the authority last month. 

Members of KCC’s ruling Tory cabinet 
agreed the increase at a meeting on 
Monday morning, with final approval due 
to be made by full council on February 19.

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Helping heal the scars 


A recent report claims one in 15 young people are 
self-harming - inflicting physical injuries on them¬ 
selves. Marijke Cox speaks to one Kent group which 
is helping break the damaging cycle 



FIVE years ago staff at 
Depaul UK opened their 
doors to a young girl who 
had severe problems with 
self-harming. 

The 16-year-old, who had suf¬ 
fered years of abuse and spent 
time in psychiatric care, always 
made sure her body was covered 
up to hide the brutal scars she had 
caused over the years. 

Volunteers and staff at Depaul 
UK, a hostel which cares for home¬ 
less young people, worked closely 
with the teenager and two years 
later she walked out of the hostel 
wearing a sleeveless top and skirt, 
unafraid to show off her body. 

She is now in a stable relation¬ 
ship with a two-year-old son. 

Jacky Levy, project manager at 
the hostel, said this success story 
is one of many out of the hundreds 
of young people they have cared 
for over the years. 

She said: “We help those aged 
between 16 to 21-years-old, from 
all walks of life and with diverse 
problems. 

‘We get people who have just 
come out of care or prison, most of 
which have had very difficult lives. 

We give them space, show them 
that we like them and develop 
relationships. One of the major 
things we do is bring humour into 
their lives.” 

Ms Levy joined the Gravesend 
branch of Depaul UK six years ago. 
She said self-harm is a common 
occurrence with their residents. 

“Sometimes they keep it a secret, 
sometimes they tell us, but one of 
the things we must do is make 
sure they harm in a safe way. 

“If we are aware then we can 
make sure they don’t use dirty 


knives and razors as well as work¬ 
ing towards helping them stop. 

“A lot of them do it as a release 
as nothing else seems to help. 

“Some of them are so damaged 
they don’t feel emotions and they 
do it as a way to remind them¬ 
selves they exist. It makes them 
feel alive somehow - it’s very sad.” 

One resident is Diane. She came 
to one of Depaul UK’s hostels aged 
18 after leaving her family and 
ending up homeless. 

She suffered depression and 
would frequently self-harm, but 
the organisation helped her build 
her confidence and get her a vol¬ 
untary placement at a local vets. 

Evicted 

Diane is unable to live independ¬ 
ently, but has severely reduced her 
self-harming. 

Ms Levy said: “Everyone we 
have helped, even those we have 
had to evict, have kept in contact. 

We develop relationships which 
makes them realise they are liked. 

“We have a very high success 
rate here.” 

Depaul UK uses separate care 
plans geared towards each indi¬ 
vidual, which includes counselling 
and building relationships. 

The not-for-profit organisation 
also works closely with local 
authorities who help rehouse resi¬ 
dents. 

As part of their work, the nation¬ 
al organisation has teamed up 
with youth mental health charity 
42nd Street and online communi¬ 
cations charity YouthNet, to pro¬ 
vide an online service as well. 

A national inquiry found that 
one in 15 young people in the UK 
are currently self-harming and 
despite it previously being a taboo 


subject, more and more people 
want help. 

Fiona Dawe, Chief Executive of 
YouthNet, said: “Never before has 
there been such a comprehensive 
offering of self-harm advice and 
information, combined with peer- 
to-peer support, available online. 

“By working directly with peo¬ 


ple affected by the issue, we have 
been able to create fantastic visu¬ 
al, audio and written content 
which is relevant, interesting and 
inclusive - allowing us to get help 
for young people how they want 
it, when they need it.”

Talking to dispel 
cancer 'stigma' 

A SURGEON is urging people to be “loud 
and proud” to raise awareness of the UK’s 
second deadliest form of cancer - bowel 
cancer. 

The call to action comes as 
the county prepares to mark 
Beating Bowel Cancer’s 
annual Be Loud campaign, 
which aims to raise aware¬ 
ness of the symptoms. 

The campaign encourages 
people to wear their loudest 
and most colourful clothes 
and talk openly about bowel cancer and its 
symptoms. 

William Garrett (pictured above), con¬ 
sultant surgeon, clinical lead for bowel can¬ 
cer screening at the NHS Foundation 
Trust, and the Strategic Health Authority’s 
advisor for bowel cancer screening in Kent, 
said: “Although bowel cancer is the second 
most deadly form of cancer, it is actually 
one of the most curable if caught in time. 

“The most common symptoms are 
changes in your bowel habits, bleeding or 
colicky abdominal pains. 

“People often find its symptoms embar¬ 
rassing, but by talking openly and honestly 
we can remove the stigma and enable more 
people to access the treatment they need, 
without feeling embarrassed or ashamed.”

SHEPWAY MP Michael Howard 
has officially opened the new 
medical centre at Pent Valley 
Technology College. 

The centre will offer a range of services to 
pupils and the public in a joint venture 
between the school and the Eastern and 
Coastal Kent Primary Care Trust and is 
part-funded by the Shepway Health and 
Wellbeing Partnership. 

On Tuesdays from 3.30pm to 5pm during 
term time, the 4YP clinic, which specialises 
in sexual health, will be open to all young 
people in Cheriton and headed by an out¬ 
reach nurse. 

Currently, to access this service young peo¬ 
ple have to travel to Folkestone health centre 
or see their GP. The 4YP logo indicates these 
services are available, including in the area’s 
pharmacies. 

A trained mentor will be available to dis¬ 
cuss concerns of domestic abuse, in the med¬ 
ical room on Wednesdays from 8.30-9.30am. 
With funding offered by Roger de Haan via 
Kent Safe Schools, this will be a ‘signposting’ 
service to students, parents and the commu¬ 
nity who have any worries about violence in 
the home. 

Pent Valley is a member of a local imple¬ 
mentation group responsible for drawing up 
a plan to reduce the number of teenage preg¬ 
nancies in Shepway. Statistically, teenage 
parents under-achieve in education, which

then affects their life prospects. The young 
people’s clinic, staffed by a qualified regis¬ 
tered nurse, will ensure the community’s 
youngsters have access to information and 
support at a time that is convenient to them. 
The new services on offer will extend the 
clinic’s use beyond normal school hours. 

Government guidelines state that eventu¬ 
ally all secondary schools will have to provide 
young people’s clinics, and Pent Valley said it 
has taken the lead in Shepway. 

Headteacher Mario Citro said: “It is initia¬ 
tives such as this over the past two years 
which have resulted in our recent successes 
including our improved examination results, 
recognition as a second phase technology col¬ 
lege and popularity with parents and stu¬ 
dents.” 

He said the school was already the lead 
choice for physically disabled and visually 
impaired pupils, as well as for the teaching of 
literacy and reading across an area which 
includes Shepway, Dover, Deal and Ashford. 

In the last academic year, Pent Valley was 
awarded Healthy School status and from 
September free lunches will be provided to 
all year seven students. 

Since the start of this term the school has 
installed an electronic system which enables 
parents to monitor mwhat their children eat 
and the nutritional value of each meal.

Tell me a bit about yourself 



My first job was with a Folkestone-based publishing com¬ 
pany which had just launched the first newspaper for the 
UK domestic tourism industry. That experience of the 
serious business behind holiday provision led to marketing 
and sales management posts with Kent-based companies 
involved in a range of holiday and leisure activities such as 
tour operators, a hotel group, a ferry company and with a 
public relations consultancy. 

How did you get involved in promoting 
Shepway? 

Three years ago, I decided to take a sabbatical to consid¬ 
er what else made the world go round other than travel 
and tourism. Before I came to serious conclusions, I heard 
that the organisation tasked with attracting visitors to 
Shepway was reorganising and looking for short-term 
management assistance.

INTERESTING: Clive James has had a fascinating and varied media career

AUSTRALIA’S finest export 
visits Kent this month to 
talk about his fascinating 
career as a writer, broad¬ 
caster and raconteur. 

Clive James In The Evening will 
give fans the chance to meet the man 
who has become a British institution, 
despite being bom in Sydney. Last 
year he was awarded the George 
Orwell Special Prize for lifetime 
achievement in journalism and 
broadcasting, a reflection of his long 
and varied career. He is sure to have 
many entertaining stories to tell 
about his life in the media and liter¬ 
ary world. 

Born in 1939, James attended 
Sydney Technical High School and 
Sydney University, where he acted as 
literary editor of the student newspa¬ 
per Honi Soit and director of the 
annual Union Revue. After leaving 
university he spent a year working 
on the Sydney Morning Herald, 
before setting sail for England in 
1961. 

After three years living a ‘would-be 
bohemian existence’ in London, he 
went to Cambridge University where 
his journalistic and theatrical talents 
continued to shine. As well as becom¬ 
ing president of the famous 
Footlights theatre group, James 
wrote for all the undergraduate peri¬ 
odicals and his work began to appear 
in publications like the Listener, the 
New Statesman and the Review. 

His lengthy article about Edmund 
Wilson, published anonymously in 
the Times Literary Supplement, 
attracted the praise of a number of 
readers, including author Graham 
Greene, something which sparked 
interest in James’ identity. 

He went on to become a television 
reviewer for the Observer and, 
believing that a cultural commenta¬ 
tor must be as immersed in their 
subject as possible, he became a TV 
presenter himself. James pioneered 
the ‘postcard’ format of travel pro¬ 
grammes, still in syndication all over 
the world. He is also a successful fic¬ 
tion author, while his first autobio¬ 
graphical book - Unreliable 


Memoirs, first published in 1979 - 
has been reprinted more than 60 
times. 

Despite becoming a well-loved 
media personality, he continued to 
devote time to his literary pursuits 
as a critic, author and poet. His tal¬ 
ents even extend to music, having 
written lyrics for singer and musi¬ 
cian Pete Atkin in the 1970s. They 
collaborated on six commercially 
released albums and the pair took a 
hit two-man show to the Edinburgh 
Fringe in 2001, followed by tours 


of Britain, Australia and Hong Kong. 

Since retiring from mainstream 
television, he has become involved 
with new media and internet enter¬ 
prises. But he continues to write 
books, delight readers with his mem¬ 
oirs and entertain audiences with his 
fascinating anecdotes.

Rent goes down as 
opportunities go up 

A DECREASE in the numbers of foreign 
nationals working in the UK and more 
“accidental” landlords are causing rents 
to fall, according to recent figures. 

Analysts say this is great for tenants - 
but not for the small number of buy-to- 
let investors who took on large debts to 
build a portfolio. 

Increasingly a survey shows their 
investments are in the hands of 
receivers. UHY Hacker Young, the 
accountancy group, said this week that it 
is handling an increasing number of 
buy-to-let portfolios - about half had 
been privately owned. 

Spareroom.co.uk the flatshare website, 
blames the recent fall in rents on 
decreasing numbers of overseas workers 
seeking accommodation in the UK. 

It says they have been deterred by the 
slump in sterling and the deteriorating 
job market and adds that companies are 
moving employees around the country 
less - labour mobility is a key driver of 
the rental market. 

Other research out last week, this time 
from the Association of Residential 
Letting Agents shows that accidental 
landlords - would-be sellers who cannot 
find buyers and are forced to let their 
property - are increasing the supply 
of rental properties, especially family 
homes. Aria’s average time a prop¬ 
erty stands empty is up from 3.4 weeks 
to 3.8 weeks.

Social housing to keep 
construction moving 


Improved figures are 
not a sign of recovery 

THE number of new mortgages for 
house buyers approved by the UK’s 
banks fell by 52 per cent in 2008. 

Industry figures indicate the number 
of mortgages approved for house pur¬ 
chase then rose in December from 
November’s record low. Even so, they are 
barely half the level they were a year 
ago. The British Bankers’ Association 
reported the number of approvals rose 
from 17,339 in November to 22,051 last 
month, but were 47 per cent down on 
December 2007. 

The increase should not be seen as a 
real recovery in lending. David Dooks of 
the BBA considers it is more likely to 
reflect delayed activity from November. 

He said the banks approved less than 
half the 2007 number of loans for house 
purchase, reflecting falling demand from 
households facing greater economic 
uncertainty and double-digit falls in 
house prices over the year, which led to a 
wait-and-see mentality. 



LOCAL authorities may soon have 
greater freedom to build more 
homes if plans currently under 
examination get the go ahead. 

Under the proposals announced by Housing 
Minister Margaret Beckett, councils would be 
able to keep all the rental income from any 
homes they build, as well as keep the receipts 
from any of those homes which are later sold 
through right-to-buy. 

The extra money could free councils to invest 
in the building of more council houses. 

Currently, local authorities only build a few 
hundred council homes a year, with the major¬ 
ity of new social homes built by registered 
social landlords and housing associations. 

The consultation proposals would seek to 
boost this building rate by removing some of

the financial barriers stopping councils from 
constructing new properties and increasing 
their housing stock. 

Ms Beckett said: “We are determined to help 
keep house building going in the current cli¬ 
mate, as the long term need for more homes is 
not going to disappear. 

“These new freedoms will encourage coun¬ 
cils to play a bigger role in driving forward the 
delivery of new affordable homes for families 
in housing need.” 

The Government recently announced it 
would invite councils to bid for a share of the 
capital grant given to social landlords to sub¬ 
sidise the cost of new housing. 

The new financial rules will make it possible 
for councils to compete for this funding along¬ 


side other providers of social housing. 

James Rowlands, spokesman for the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors, has wel¬ 
comed the proposal. 

He said: “With the number of homes built in 
2009 likely to fall below 80,000, any measures 
that can boost housing supply are welcome. 

“Action must be taken as quickly as possible 
to have an impact on the market in the short 
term and local authorities should work in 
partnership with housing associations and 
private developers to ensure this happens. 

“Many local authorities do not have recent 
experience of building homes and questions 
about their ability to deliver a development 
programme must also be addressed. 

“This is one step towards maintaining a 
basic level of house building and retaining 
skilled workers in the industry.”

Proton seeks breakthrough 
with a free dual-fuel option 


PROTON has suffered from an 
‘elderly’ and budget-conscious 
customer image since arriving 
here in the late 1980s. 

However, the Ecologic might be the car to 
boost its fortunes as motoring thrift comes 
back in fashion; it has tanks for petrol and liq¬ 
uefied petroleum gas (LPG) and costs the 
same as a standard petrol GEN-2. 

The big deal here is that a gas conversion 
would normally cost £l,500-£2,000, so you 
save that straight away and then buy the LPG 
fuel itself for about half the price of petrol. 

Filling points 

There are also now some 1,400 LPG filling 
points up and down the country - nearly 40 
across Kent - and you sense that a revolution 
is taking place quietly to prevent Gordon and 
the ‘Grey Chancellor’ slapping a heavier tax 
on this possible loophole for cash-strapped 
motorists. 

There would be uproar against a government 
preaching greener motoring though, because

LPG emits 20 per cent less C02 than petrol 
and slightly less than diesel and without the 
other nasties that the diesel filter is supposed 
to pick-up. 

Burning LPG is also 50 per cent quieter than 
diesel and is a by-product of crude oil output - 
UK PLC is awash with the stuff apparently. 

However, LPG is up to 15 per cent less fuel 
efficient and the GEN-2’s spare wheel has 
been sacrificed for a round LPG tank below 
the boot floor - there is a separate filler on the 
rear wing next to the petrol inlet. 

Like all cars running on LPG , the Ecologic 
is quieter in this mode. This is a bit of a bonus 
since cabin and road noise in the GEN-2 - 
available as hatchback or saloon - feels more 
old generation than its sleek looks suggest. 

Proton has relied heavily on tried and tested 
Mitsubishi technology, but acquired Lotus and 
much-needed chassis nous in 1996. 

This is the GEN-2’s best side; it handles and 
rides well and equipment is also generous, but 
interior design and rather low seating feel off 
the pace against modem rivals, so the Ecologic 
is the definite best buy of the range.

Insurers stick to 
letter of the law 
as belts tighten

INSURANCE companies are get¬ 
ting tougher as the economy gets 
rougher. 

So with insurers tightening their belts in the 
downturn, it’s even more important that firms 
make sure they get the right cover sorted out 
and they make legitimate claims. 

If they don’t they’d better watch out, because 
they could find they have to face a lot of extra 
work and hassle if they make a claim. 

In the past many would rely on insurers to 
bend over backwards to help them. 

Industry insiders reckon that the days of 
claims going through without serious scrutiny 
or fuss have gone. 

Insurers are sticking to the letter of the law 
and saying it’s not their responsibility if the 
insured firm hasn’t bothered to get it right in 
the first place. 

Insurance companies are investors and, like 
the banks, have suffered losses during the 
credit crunch. 

And, like any other business, they are trying 
to control costs and this means they’ll place 
greater emphasis on ensuring claims are care¬ 
fully assessed. 

As a result, it is likely there will be an 
increase in rejected claims caused by inadver¬ 
tent - or in some cases cost-cutting - misinfor¬ 
mation on the part of policyholders.

Otford-based independent insurance broker 
Belmont International, said: “In recent years 
insurers have endeavoured to pay claims 
quickly in the name of efficiency. 


“However, now insurance companies are 
increasingly insisting on every bit of paper¬ 
work associated with a claim and require a 
chapter and verse report before they will pay 
out. 

“Claim fraud, already a problem in the UK, 
inevitably increases during tougher trading 
times. The poor behaviour of the few inevitably 
leads to insurers being a lot more meticulous 
and less flexible in their approach. 

“There is also a greater use of loss adjusters, 
private investigators and other means to 
make sure what policyholders are saying is 
true. 

“A business that understates their financial 
estimates or sums insured may be taken to 
task by their insurance company.” 

Policyholders who give incorrect information 
on insurance forms, via an agent or online, are 
in real danger of invalidating their insurance, 
which could mean a reduced payout or none at 
all. 

In general, companies, organisations and 
individuals who try and make a fraudulent 
claim will not find it an easy touch. 

Insurers and police forces around the coun¬ 
try now have an agreement where insurance 
companies can get quick information if they 
think they’re being conned. 

Insurers can ask police for further informa¬ 
tion where they think there’s any evidence 
that fraud has been committed, for example to 
check the value of items stolen in a burglary 
listed in the police report form matches what 
is being claimed for.

Hess tells it like it is 
as Whites foil to get

IT CAN often be quite interesting guessing 
what managers will say after a game.
